President W ilson had 
prepared a

vices were received as to cause the 
president to withhold the document 
from publication.

cial isolation was hearing fruit and 
that the plan for H uerta’s elimination 
wus being acquiesced in by foreign 
governments, especially some of those 
w hich had previously recognized him 
and upon whom he had come to rely 
for aid.

Washington, Nov. 14.— T he banking 
and < urrency committee of the sen­ 
ate broke into halves, six members

Sen­ 
ator Hitchcock of Nebraska met with

Port Huron, Mich.. Nov. 14.— Each 
hour adds to the total of the disasters 
on Lake Huron during last Sur ¡ay’s 
storm and the end is not in sight. 
Bodies of sailors of five, and perhaps 
fix, vessels were found on the shore 
or the lake; wreckage from two other 
boats were cast up b> the waves and 
no trace has been found of two ves­ 
sels or their crews, totaling more than 
torty men. 
Never in the history of M ichigan’s 
maritime existence has I-ike Huron 
been the scene of such a succession 
of catastrophes. 
Conservative estimates of the loss 
of life fix the total at 150 at least. 
T he damage to the vessels and cargo 
will be several millions of dollars. 
Lying in morgues along the Cana­ 
dian shore are bodies of sailors on 
the steamers Jam es Carruthers, R e­ 
gina. John A. McGean, Wexford and 
Charles S. Price. 
It is practically cer­ 
tain those vessels wrent down with all 
on hoard 
T here also are a number of bodies 
unidentified. 
Perhaps these were of 
sailors on the unidentified 
freighter 
which lies hottoraside up 
in 
l,ake 
Huron, thirteen miles north of here. 
T he 
most 
appalling 
among 
the 
tragedies was the confirmation of the 
loss of the steamer John A. McGean. 
a 
432-foot 
freighter. 
T wenty-eight 
bodies of her erew have been washed 
ashore. 
Several have not been iden­ 
tified.

Paris.—Adolphe Begoud, the topsy­ 
turvy aviator, intends, if he manages 
to keep alive, to give exhibitions of 
upside down flying Iii New York at the 
conclusion of his present tour. 
Before going to Vienna M. Begoud 
gave an interview in which he not 
only stated his purpose of going to 
America, but also expressed Ids will­ 
ingness to attempt a flight across the 
Atlantic, 
provided 
a 
proper 
naval 
patrol was guaranteed. 
M, Begoud is small and dapper, with 
brilliant eyes, scintillating good humor. 
Ile cultivates a (lark mustache, a la 
kaiser. 
He is a great Joker, even on 
the subject of his own thrilling per­ 
formances. 
While he cannot be called 
a man without nerves, he undoubtedly 
does not know the meaning of danger. 
Ills attitude concerning his upside- 
down fonts Is not stagey, nor that of 
an acrobat seeking adulation. 
Ile said 
at the beginning of the Interview; 
“ I am very proud to he the flrst man 
to accomplish this feat, but other moil 
can do it as easily as I.

them. 
That is why I say I would at­ 
tempt a transatlantic flight now only 
with a guarantee of proper naval pa­ 
trol, because I ani sane enough to de­ 
sire to try it lignin if I fail the first 
time. 
“ From a superficial study of the sit­ 
uation I believe that the flight might 
now be attempted across the shortest 
route, from the west coast of Ireland 
to Newfoundland. 
“A wnterplane of sufficient size, an 
extraordinarily powerful motor and 
wireless equipment could today nego­ 
tiate a large part of the trip without 
descending for gasoline. 
Given fair 
weather the craft could rest on the 
waves until help arrived. 
With the

of Taste and Sm ell Is E xactly Alike. 


We think we know all about tasting 
and smelling, hut these are the most 
elusive senses and so closely allied that 
they have been called the “ wedded 
senses." 
lf you wish to he convinced 
of the closeness of their connection 
notice the next time you have a severe 
cold In the head and ascertain how 
Little taste you get from your food, 
even though it he the most “tasty." 
In fact, flavor and odor are great 
puzzles to all of the physical investiga­ 
tors. 
The preponderance of evidence 
points to the suggestion that all taste 
aud odor are brought about by chemical 
changes in the ends of the nerves hav­ 
ing to do with these sensations. Smell 
has been termed "taste at a distance," 
j and the way in which anything is ap- 
| predated by the cells of taste and 
; smell is precisely alike. 
The infinitely small particle that 
! reaches the nose must first Im* dissolv- 
; cd In the mucous covering of the olfae- 
; tory bulb before its odor can be caught 
and transferred to the end of the ol- 
| factory nerve. 
The same Is the case 
I with the thing that Is to he tasted 
; it, too, is dissolved in the juices of 
the mouth and then makes its way to 
some one or more of the taste cells, 
when the chemical change takes place 
which sets up a sensation in the gus­ 
tatory nerve, and we really taste the 
| substance and announce to ourselves 
or others how It tastes. 
Most persons think that as the tongue 
, is the chief organ of taste you could 
taste anything placed anywhere on the 
tongue. 
But this is far from being 
true. 
There are three chief kinds of 
papillae of taste on the tongue, mid 
anything touching it on these papillae 
is tasted, hut if it touches any spot be­ 
tween these it is not tasted at all. The 
filiform papillae are at the tip of the 
tongue and at the sides, and each one 
contains special taste “buds,” which 
dissolve something of tile substance 
put on them and transfer the sensation 
to the underlying nerve of taste. 
Then there are the fungiform capil- 
lae. 
looking 
like 
little 
mushrooms 
(whence the name), with taste buds of 
their own, and there are also the cir­ 
cumvallate papillae, only seven or ten 
in number, lying toward the back of 
the tongue, forming a V. with the apex 
pointing toward the throat. These are 
little mounds with moats around them 
and taste buds lying iii the moats to 
catch whatever particles of food may 
reach thus far sufficiently dissolved 
to he tasted. 
Tile middle of the tongue and the 


I hard palate have no taste at all. and 
this is the reason that if we are to 
take a bitter powder and it is carefully 
placed at the center of the tongue it 
can he washed down quickly by n gulp 
of water, leaving no taste in th* 
mouth. 
The taste bulbs have been carefully 
measured, and it is found that they 
are 1-300 of an inch long and I-SOO of 
an inch broad, oval in shape, some­ 
thing Uke a small Florence flask. The 
proof that tasting is a chemical proc­ 
ess lies in tile fact that anything that 
is to be tasted must be soluble, for 
the unchewed food or hard coated pill 
is not tasted. Tastes have been classi­ 
fied as sweet, hitter, acid and saline, 
aud experiment has shown that we 
1 taste salty foods most rapidly—in .17 
of a second—and that sweet acid and 
bitter take longer, the last requiring 
1.258 of a second for perception. 
Another peculiarity of taste is that 
after a very strong taste of any kind 
we cannot so easily distinguish slight- 
I or flavors. The nerve energy has been

NCIIOBKI) in Hampton Roads , 
early in 1015 will be the great- I 
est international fleet ever j 
gathered in American water*. | 
It will assemble iu response to the in- : 
vitation of the United States govern- ! 
rnent to celebrate the completion of 
the Banaina canal by making a voyage 
through the new waterway. 
The exact number of vessels which 
will lie iii the famous roastead is not 
yet known to the officers of the navy 
department, hut according to informa­ 
tion 
received at the state depart­ 
ment, through which the invitations 
were issued, almost every nation iii 
the world will he represented. 
Some 
of the nations with great navies may 
he represented by squadrons of four 
or more vessels, others by only one or 
two. and some of the countries prac­ 
tically without navies, including ves­ 
sels of the flrst class, will he represent­ 
ed only in the personnel of their lega­ 
tions and commissions to the Panama- 
Baciflc exposition. 
The exact date of the rendezvous 
probably will he announced within the 
next two months. 
The formal invita­ 
tion of the United States was dis­ 
patched to all the diplomatic officers 
of the United States abroad Sept. IT 
last by Secretary Bryan. 
It recites the 
fact that In the nary appropriation act 
of IOU the president Is authorized and 
requested in extending his invitation 
to foreign nations to participate in the 
exposition also to invite their represent­ 
atives and their fleets to assemble at 
Hampton Roads, Va., and from thence 
go to the city of Washington, there to 
he formally welcomed by the president.

Hamilton Roads to review the assem­ 
bled fleets as they start on their voyage 
to San Francisco. 
Our diplomatic officers were instruct­ 
ed that in communicating this invita­ 
tion they should “express the pleasure

many of their national war vessels as 
they may deem proper to assemble at 
Hampton Roads.”

<000,000 acres, and that one-half of oui 
area will he devoted to agriculture. 
G ranting that the one-fourth forested 
area of the country will be sufficient to 
maintain favorable agricultural coali­ 
tions. the question naturally nrises. 
Will this 450,000,000 acres meet the 
demands of the country for timber? 
Statistics of European countries show 
that approximately one acre of timber 
land is required per capita. But at the 
present time we are using six times as 
much timber per capita as in France 
and Germany, and our forests are pro­ 
ducing about one-third as much an 
acre. 
The hardwood supply is now 
nearing exhaustion, some kinds of 
wood are practically out of the mar­ 
ket. and the stands of soft woods will 
not meet our requirements for more 
than twenty-five or thirty years. 
Meanwhile the world’s demand for 
timber is increasing at the rate of 5 
per cent annually. 
Europe has un an­ 
nual deficit of 140,000,000 cubic feet 
The great lumber producing countries 
of Sweden, Norway. Austria and Hun­ 
gary are furnishing their maximum 
output. 
It is evident, therefore, that our for­ 
ests must be under the control of the 


very 
best 
forestry 
methods. 
This 
means a very large number of specially 
trained men. A century and u half ago 
Germany faced the same situation that 
we are facing today. 
Extensive forest 
reserve*, were established, and the fu­ 
ture cut was based upon the natural 
increment, so that a sustained yield 
was insured, aud there was no lessen­ 
ing of the wood capital of the country. 
We can hardly be said to have a na­ 
tional forest policy. 
The small force 
of government officials is unable to 
give proper care to the national for­ 
ests. chile less than I jeer cent pf the 


men studying in the forest schools aud 
more than half again as many forest 
rangers, who, beginning with no tech- 
! nical knowledge of forestry, have, by 
their experience gained in national and 
state forestry work under technical di­ 
rection. acquired considerable knowl­ 
edge of certain phases of the work. 
Forestry may then be considered as 
an established profession in the United 
States. 
Hundreds of young men are 
considering it as a life vocation and 
are eager to be informed regarding the 
character of the work involved, the 
elements necessary for success, the re­ 
quirements for an adequate training, 
the present and probable future oppor­ 
tunities for work and its possibilities 
as a means of livelihood.

I hat which is believed to be the last 
herd of sea elephants known to exist 
Is to be found at Guadalupe island, off 
the west coast of Mexico. 
In the herd 
then* are uow only about thirty speci­ 
mens. 


The sea elephant is an Important link 
In the chain of evolution nnd is the 
largest of all tin footed animals. 
The 
adult male is about twenty-two feet 
In length and is about eight feet high 
when propped np on Ills front flippers 
in a natural position. 
These great 
bulls weigh from two to three tons 
and have a trunk, or proboscis, which. 
when relaxed, banga down over the 
mouth about two feet. 
Iii the end of 
this the nostrils are placed rather wide 
npart. and when they breathe their 
"hole mass trembles in tiny undula­ 
tions to the very end. 
The flippers are thick and tipped I 
"itll heavy claws. 
There is a tail j 
about one foot and a half long. sepa- * 
rated horizontally 
in two divisions. \ Instrum ent 
ri his tall acts as a propeller, to resist 
the huge creature when he comes in 
through the breakers. 
He hoists his 
back flipper* and tail so as to catch 
the full sweep of the waves, and then 
allows himself to be washed up on the 
bench. 
Coarse, bristly hair grows sparsely 
from the hack along the body, and a 
tough protecting crust of flesh reaches 
like a shield from the lower jaw down 
over the chest and round to the back 
of the neck
